The clafisification of prisoners, pi-ison conditions, administrat lea ., 
and the physical description of the Penitentiar-y wMeli follow belot,' are 
reported as those existing prior to 1 Januaiy 1951. 



On 31 December 1950 tita estirmted nuiabor of prlauziers confined in the Pc,!, 
tiai-y is r-epoi‘ted as 3 , 340 . in addition to tliis maaber, 200 are said t.; 
employed on a farm in tlie regiou and have been assigned a. stat'us analogo 
to that of trusties. These are designated as 'beiiig imder the aciwinlstr 
of tile Penitentiary, Also under the administration of Pretislca liitrovica 
tliere is allegedly a large biit laideterBdned number of .px'lsoners wiio are 
merely registered there but \Aio have been organized iinto labor groups sii.; 
utilized in construction projects at the fol3.owing places:

b. ‘Kie ?"ines at Boi" and Tcepca, and Koatolac, 

c. C^ent factox-y at Beocin.

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The px'isoners ai*e classified according to the offenses or cr’irtes for v.'hich 
they have been sentenced in the folloviing manner:

It la reported that this preferential treatment lias given rise to 
conjectux'es among the others as to the genuineness of the fltoc- 
Stalln schism. 

Co Ca.d political offender 8 s This group of prlsonesrs consists principally 
of Cetniks} however there are soma Ustashl and some of the followers 
of Ljfotlo among them. They are not segregated and raceiva the same 
treatm^t as other prisoners. 

du New political offender at According to source this group of prisoners 
comprises "spies for the Western Powers", saboteurs, peasants who failed 
to surrender the prescribed quota of their produce to the State, and 
various other offenses committed against the regime. It Is also noted 
that most of the xmcooperatlve peasants are usually remanded to 
Possarevac (see Part III) or cent directly to work projects as described 
above. Feasants interned here are ntxmbered at approximately 100. 

a. Criminals t It is reported that there are a largo number of persons 
.convict^ of crimss serving sentences iq the Penitentiary and that these 
convicts are not segregated from political offenders. 

So Gearmn prisoners of wart The source reports that the'*e wore approximately 
1000 of these in Stremska Mll^ovlca who had been transferred there from 
Vrsac in 1949. Of those who were thus transferred 80 had been condemned 
to death as x^iar criminals .but of these only 30 have been executed while 
vthe remainder have bad the^ sentences commuted to prison terms. All 
German prisoners vAio had been originally sentenced for a period of 15 
years or less have subsequently been released and repatriated} however, 
those vho were serving longer sentences are still In the Penitentiary 
and their number is estimated as being small.

The 14 members of the Bureau are construction engineers^ m&chanlcal 
engineers and eleotrotedmiclanB| moreover, they are charged with the 
supervision of all tecimleal projects. 

Sremska liltrovlca is guarded by a Kilitia \mlt imder the coianand of a 
captain ^Aio is taaoxm to the source only by his nicbname^ Dika ("The Proud*'). 

*ihe laiit^s strength is numbered at 13 offlcero and iVoiio 250 to 300 militiamen. 
Included in their duties are assignments as gjiarda, turnlteys, sentinel 
corananders, building coiomanders, and warehouse coimnanders. The most Inhiiinan 
irlliilainan are the building conaanders, according to tlie source, who adds 
that they ore also the most rabid ComiBunistso 

The source reports the following conditions of prison li.fe at Sremska Ritrovicas 

a. Food: * forking prisoners receive "latlon Ho. 1" which consists of 600 

grams of com bread and a quantity of thick sov^ per day or "Ration 
Ho. 2" consisting of 400 grams of com bread and a thinner sotq). 

The ration for non-vnorkers amounts to 200 grama of corn bread and 
some rntory sotq). 

bo Lodgings: The buildings in \ghich the prisoners are confined are over>»- 

crowded. ISost of them sleep on the floor and some have some straw or 
strai; mattresseso Bach prisoner is alloted about 37 squax*e centimatex's 
of space. A few of the prisoners are assigned to rooms equipped \dth 
doubledecker bunks j ho\^ever, these rooms are reixxrted to be used for 
display purposes, 

Co Sanitation: Sanitation is said to bo almost non<<exi stent. Medical 

attention is practically non-exiatent| conseqxuaitly, most prisoners 
must request dmgs and medicine from their relatives. The death rate 
is hi^. It being reix>rted that thex*e Is a der.th . every other day 
caused principally by tuberculosis, avl.tamlnosis, pneumonia, as well 
as i*rom the effects of toi’ture and corporal punialunent. 

do Communication with friends and relatives: Each prisoner is permitted 

to v/rlte one letter on the first and "fli'teenth day of each month. However.^ 
this coTTespondence Is strictly censored, x'hleh pi'ocess causes it to 
bo delayed for about ton days. 

Part II Lopoglava Penitentiary 

The "Kazneno Propavnl Dorn Lepoglava" (Penal and Correctional Hoiuso of 
Lepoglava) is located In Croatia, The prison adr inistratlon, conditions 
and physical description of the Penitentiary which follow i-eflect the 
situation existing prior to Ifey 1950, accox*dlng to the source. 

The source reports that there were 18$0 permanent prisonex*s in Lepoglava 
on l.hfeiy 1950 and that of this number 1400 wei*e registered durltig the 
year 1950. Tlie inmates are classified according to the followliig cate->

a« Old political offenders: 'This group includes foi'mex* ifiembera of the 

Dstasha and Doiaobran, the formei* Croatian home guai’d militia under-

b. New political offenders: The prisoners Ixi this category have been 

sentenced for offenses against tli© present regixue such as attempted 
Illegal passage across the frontier-. 
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Co CoininformlstB: Ihe noa^orlty of the prlaoaex's tmder this cXassifieatlon 

are high' ranking cove^imient and military officers, Tlie Comlnformlsts 
are coioqoletely isolated from the other prisoners and are permitted a 
short ijftllc around the prison yard only at, night. Access to the section 
of the penitentiary in vhicb they are confined is gained by a separate 
entrance and stairway and cannot be used by other prisoners, Hie 
Cominfomists are fed and attended by militiamen exclusively. It is 
reported -Uiat Arehlkishop Stepinac is incarcerated with this group o 

do Peasants! This group is composed of those who have failed to yield 
their assigned quotas of grain to the Govemmeut» 

So Criminals: The members of this group wore convicted for non«*polltlcaX 

crimes, e.g,, smuggling, black max*ketlng, et cetera,

as early as 1941 » He la described a» being a tall, dark complexioned 
man xdth dark eyes and a small mustache. He wears cltrillan clothes 
and owns an automobile. Nlketic la^reputed to be a stern disclplin<» 
arian idhio terrorizes the prisoners and viho is allegedly guilty of 
the deaths ofseny of them.

The econorie and business enterprise of the Penitentiary is known as the 
’'Preporod", the management of which is staffed irltli civilian personnel. The 
enterprise operates the following shops i.'hich manufactui'e articles for 
distribution in the penitentiary and for public sale to civilian cooperatives* 

a. Tailor shop* I eported to employ approximately 300 prisoners, 

b„ Carpentry and upholstery shop, reported to employ approximately 100 
lurlsoners. 

e. Auto repair and locksmith shop, reported to employ about 200 prisoners. 

d. Textile shop: Ti.ls shop> produces linen and clothing material and is 

reported to oiploy about 100 psisoners, 

e. Rope shop* Reported to employ 50 prisoners. The ^op sells its product 
to civilian enterprises, 

fo Toy making shop* Reported to employ 400 prisoners, TUhe shop sells to 
civilian cooperatives. 
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28 o The Militia guard unit number a 500 mllitiaBien and approxlmatley 20 offieera» 
l!he militia commander m a Major between 35 and 40 years of age* a Party 
member. The following ItLlitlamea were attached to the penitentiary; 

a. Standard Bearer Popivoda, a Montenegrin and a sadist* who allegedly 
was later iugsrisoned in Sremska Mitrovica PenitmtiAi^ himself for 
unlawful footing and rape of prisoners. A Party member and Partisan 
Blnoe 194l> he is about 40 years old* tall and thin* \d.th black eyes* 
a small mustache end with acqtdline features. 

b. Senior platoon chief Obradovic, a Party member and in charge of all 
penitentiary keys* A sadist id;o has gained the confidence of his 
superiors, by terrorizing . the prison^s. He is from Srem and is about 
30 years old; of medium height* he is blonde and blue«^yed. 

29o The UDB is directed by a Captain Cbradovic ;dio perscmally conducts Inrestl- 
gatldns and is knovm for his aadiem. He has organized an information net 
among employees* militiamen and prisoners and is assisted by two aids. 

The left hand of Obradovic is stiff and cxsrved. 

30 o The food ration for heavy duty mrkers is 600 grams of black bread and a 
thidc soup; for lighter duty v/orkers the ration is 450 grams of black 
bread and a lighter soup; for those ixrlsoners not working 200 grams of 
black bresd and a watery soup are allowed. Exhaustion* Inadequate food* 
avltaiolnosls* tuberculosis axul torture account for a heavy death rate. 

After serving their terms prisoners are released* but only a few are 
released on request. There Were no amnesties. Borne sho<^ workers wrking 
outside the Penitentiary grounds were recently released in groups and some 
prisoners condemned for old political crimes have been pardoned* but only 
a few prisoners sentenced for new political crimes have been pardoned.
